Ono of the most important men in the 


employ of n firm thnt makes a specialty 
cf soiling goods on the installment plan 
is tbo "tracer. " His dnty, as his name 
signifies, is to find ont tho whereabouts 
cf delinquent customers, who think to 
get ont of the trouble of future pay- 
ments by quietly moving away and neg- 
lecting to leavo their new address. 


Nothing could be more foolish than 


such a course, for this is a feature of 
the business that tho installment houses 
have reduced to a science. It is obvious 
that in this city the great majority of 
fhose who purchase goods on weekly 
payments live iu flats. This makes it a 
comparatively easy matter for the deal- 
ers to keep them under surveillance, for 
one of (lie first tilings the collector does 
is to see the janitor and inform him 
which families in the house havo bought 
goods on tho installment plan. It pays 
to fee the janitor for this service, for he 
is in a position to know when any mov- 
ing is about to take place, and the in- 
formation he gives the collector has 
been the means of nipping in tho bud 
many a well laid scheme to get ont of 
paying a furniture bill. 


Sometimes, of course, it happens (hat 


a dishonest family will move away in 
such a hurry that the janitor is unable 
to inform the firm in time. In such an 
event tbo "tracer" is put on-tho case. 
Ho eets about his work with the inelhod 
of tho trained detective. He is familiar 
With, the name nud address of every fur- 
niture mover in tho city, and his ac- 
quaintance among the helpers is so ex- 
tensive that it is more than likely he 
has a personal friend among the men 
who moved the family he is seeking. 
With such advantages his task is not 
nearly so hard as the uninitiated would 
imagine, and there would be fewer at- 
tempts made to "beat" tho installment 
dealers if it were better known how lit- 
tle chance a persca has to succeed.—

Alpheas Vaughan Hears the Ver- 


dict of the Jury and Then 


Takes His Life.

At an early hour yesterday morning 


t was rumored about the streets that 
he jary in tbe Vaughan case had 
agreed, but theii probablo verdict was 
nly speculation. At 9 o'clock court 
was called and shortly after, tho jury 
lied into tho box. 
The prisoner was 


already in the court-room, but ex- 
jibited little interest, that 13 if one 
vns to judge by the expiossion on his 
iice. 


The Clerk called the names of the 


urymen, and to the quest ion by Jmlgo 
Cheney of "Gentlemen -of the jury, 
lave you agreed npon u verdict?" G. 
I. Fogg arose 
and answered "We 


lave," and handed tbe verdict to the 
Clerk. The verdict read that tno jury 
iad found Alfred Vaughan guilty of 
murder in tho first degree 
The Judge 


shanked the juiy and discharged them 
For the term. Daring the reading of 
the verdict tbe prisoner remained as 
unconcerned, to all appearances, as he 
had during the whole trial. After a 
moment or two of preliminaries', Judge 
Cheney fixed the time of sentence for 
1:30 o'clock in the afternoon and re- 
manded the prisoner to jail 
As the 


Sheriff proceeded with Vaughan to the 
jail, the latter simply said: "Well, 
they gave it to me hard, and it didn't 
sui prise me, but I want to die to-day." 


He went into his cell and sat down 


and said, "Well it, can't be helped." 
Jack Caughlin, the Deputy Sheriff, 
answered that there was a chance in 
the Supreme Court yet and for him to 
brace up, and the prisoner was left to 
himself. 


During the morning his brother 


Charles 
brought him 
a bunch of 


flowers, tome 
oranges and 
straw- 


berries. 
The officers 
carefully ex- 


amined all of them and gave them to 
the prisoner. 


At 12:30 he was asked if he wanted 


some lunch, and he replied that he 
didn't care for anything. 


Near the hour of 1 o'clock Deputy 


Sheriff Caughlin visited him to tell him 
to prepare to go into the court-room. 
The officer spoke to him and noticed 
that he had tho appearance of having 
been crying and again told him to 
brace up. Shortly after the officer was 
startled by his peculiar appearance and 
immediately started for 
physicians, 


who weie soon at tho jail. His attor- 
ney, J, F. Dennis, had also arrived to 
be present when sentence was pro- 
noonced. 


By this time it was plainly apparent 


that Vanghan 
was 
suffering 
from 


poi&on and the physicians lost no time. 
He would not speak a word or answer 
any questions, but calmly folded his 
arms across his breast and stared at 
those around him. His attorney asked 
those in the coll to retire, but even 
then he would not talk 
He simply 


looked at those passing }n and out of 
his cell in an indifferent way, rising 
once or twice into a half sitting posi- 
tion to spit over the side of the bed. 


Ho was taken to the jail yard and the 


officers tried to walk him, and other 
means were resorted to in order to 
arouse him. 


Doctors 
Thotna, Lewis and 
the 


Doctors Phillips worked heroically, but 
to no purpose. He was then taken 
into the Sherilf's office and an electric 
battery applied together with other 
means 
to 
save 
him, 
but 
the 


physicians were soon satisfied that 
theie was no hope. 


Tho physicians and others worked 


over him all afternoon and until death 
came to him at 9:15 last evening. Hs 
never uttered a word during the whole 
time. Just before he died he opened 
his eyes and seemed to look at those 
near him for a moment, then closed 
them and all was over. 


There are a number of reports and 


theoiies as to how ho obtaijied the 
poison, but the most probable one is 
thut he had tho drug concealed about 
his clothes somev, here, likely sewed up 
in some place little thought of. 
It is 


reported that he had said that he 
never would be sentenced the third 
time, and this would indicate he had, 
mbde his arrangements for the worst. 
His parents were persuaded to remain 
away as they could do nothing and 
it would only add to the terrible scene, 
by them being present. His brother 
and half brother were with him until 
death. Everything possible was done 
to save him, but it is perhaps better for 
all concerned that the curtain has 
fpllen on the last act of one of tho 
most terrible tragedies evor committed 
in Nevada, and it will simply pass as 
an uufoitunate event in tbu history of 
the State and soon be forgotten.

Following Dr. Stubbs' remarks came 


the routine work of the Institute. The 
Committee on Reform School reported 
and asked that an effort be made at the 
next session of the Legislatuie to es- 
tablish such nn institution. 


The Committee on State Educational 


Journal reported that such a journa! 
should be maintained if possible, anc 
Legislative help be aaked for the pur- 
pose if necessary. 


The thanks of the Institute were 


tendered to all who assisted in the en- 
tertainment of membeis of the IrisH 
tnte and the resolutions were adopted 
and ordered printed. 


Ttie Committee on Patriotic Exer 


cisea reported that the flag should be 
displayed over the school buildings 
and in the sebool-rooms and that a 
salute to the flag be taught and usec 
and that at stated intervals all the 
schools of the State act simultaneously 
and hold suitable patriotic exercises 
The raport was adopted. 


A rising vote of thanks and congrat 


ulations were tendered to State Supei 
intendent Cutting for his successfn 
efforts on behalf of tho State Institute 
The best of feeling prevailed, all differ 
ences were adjusted and with heart; 
good-by's and some tearful eyes the 
State Teacher's Institute passed into 
history.
